BY A STRANGE quip of circum- 
stance, the U. S. Model 1906 rifle 
bullet-—the one used by American sol- 
diers in the World War—is asserted 
by a German firm to be an infringe- 
ment on their patent and the War 
Claims Arbiter has been asked to 
award the ex-enemy $650,000 as roy- 
alty for the bullets manufactured for 
the U. 8S. Army. 
The case, brought py the Berlin 
Karlsruther Industrie-Werke, A. G., 
formerly the Deutsche Waffen-Und 
Munitionsfabriken, has been argued 
before Judge James W. Remick, the 
Army rights being defended by Mr. 
Alexander Holtzoff, special assistant to 
the Attorney General, assisted by offi- 
cers of the Judge Advocate General’s 
Office. A decision is expected within 
a few weeks.

The patent was one of about 5,000 
which, seized by this government as 
enemy property during the War, was 
licensed for American use by the Alien 
Property Custodian. Now, under the | 
War Claims Act, the owners of these 
patents are entitled to appear before 
the arbiter and make claims for com- 
pensation for the value of the license 
or any use made of it. 

Government's Claims 

Representing this government, Mr. 
Holtzoff has declared that our 1906 
bullet (which the Army continued to 
manufacture up until 1925, when the 
present boat-tail bullet was adopted 
as standard) does not infringe on the 
patent; that this government made no 
use of the patent whatsoever; but that 
we are willing that $3,000 should be 
awarded the Germans for the patent 
license. 

The case has brought in ordnance ex- 
perts from Germany, for the claimant, 
and the foremost ordnance experts 
from our Army, including the Chief 
of Ordnance, Maj. Gen. Samuel Hof.

Pointed Bullet 

The defense claims that the pointed 
bullet principle was well known in 
military circles since the middle of the 
nineteenth century. The American 
Modei 1906 bullet, they say, had a 
Pointed head two-thirds the total | 
length of the projectile. The defense | 
also asserts that the claimant's prede- |

AC Deaths Cut 





(THE Army Air Corps flew 43,964,000 
miles during the 1931 fiscal year 
with the low fatal .accident ratio of 
23 planes, involving the loss of 26 lives, 
or a fatality for every 1,691,000 miles 
of flying. 

This cuts in half the Air Corps death 
percentage for the fiscal year of 1930, 
when 52 lives were lost in 41 fatal 
accidents covering about 35,600,000 
miles or an average of one death per 
684,000 miles. 

“These figures,,” said Assistant Sec- 
retary of War F. Trubee Davison, 
“compare favorably with similar sta- 
ticstics covering civilian flight opera- 
tions, especially in view of the fact 
that the tactical demands of military 
aviation are more severe than the prob- 
lem that faces the non-military pilot. 
They represent a 50% decrease in fa- 
talities during the 1931 period as com- 
pared with 1930, coupled with an in- 
crease of more than 150% in the num- 
ber of miles flown per fatal accident. 
While the current fiscal year has pro- 
duced several unfortunate mishaps, we 
hope to succeed in our efforts to bring 
about a steady annual reduction in 
fatal accidents. 

“Owing to the scope of the 1931 Field 
Exercises, in which some 670 aircraft 
flew many million miles without a 
single accident over all sorts of country

Here is the President’s statement 
issued on Thursday evening, after a 
consultation with the Secretary of the 
Navy and the Director of the Budget: 

The Navy League states in its 
announcement that it has “for a 
quarter of a century specialized in 
accurate information as to Navy 
matters” and “the principal ac- 
tivity of the League is to dissemin- 
ate facts bearing on Navy matters 
to the press.” 

In order that the country may 
know the untruth and distortions 
of fact in Chairman Gardiner’s 
recent pronouncement, I will ap- 
point a committee to whom agen- 
cies of the Government will dem- 
onstrate these untruths and dis- 
tortions of facts. Such an inquiry 
will absolve the members of the 
League who have not participated 
in this statement. Upon its com- 
pletion, I shall expect Mr. Gar- 
diner to make a public correction 
of his misstatements and an 
apology therefor. 

It is desirable for the public to 
know the character of this indirect 
campaign of misinformation to de- 
feat the efforts of the high officials 
of the Navy Department and the 
Administration for reduction of 
Federal expenditures not imme- 
diately essential in order that we 
may avoid increased taxation of 
the people in these times. 

It is the intention of the President 
immediately to organize the Commitice 
and to include members of the Navy 
League among its personnel. Mr, 
Gardiner expresses surprise at the 
creation of a committee by the Presi- 
dent himself, and suggests that in fair- 
ness the existing investigating agen- 
cies—the Naval Affairs Committees of 
the Senate and House—are the media 
through which the facts could be more 
properly established.

General Hof Testifies 


General Hof, telling of the develop- 
ment of the 1906 bullet, said: 

“IT had charge of designing the Model 
1906 calibre .30 United States Army 
bullet used by the United States Army 
from 1906 to 1925. I designed the bul- 
let under the following circumstances: 

“From 1904 until 1908 I was sta- 
tioned at the Frankford Arsenal, 
where I was in charge of the Small 
Arms Ammunition Department. I was 
familiar with and had made a study 
of the various types of bullets and 
cartridges that had been used by var- 
ious armies, as well as of the litera- 
ture on the subject. I also investi- 
gated various types of experimental 
bullets. As a result of my studies I 
had become familiar with the pointed 
bullet, since pointed bullets were 
manufactured at the Frankford Ar- 
senal as early as 1894, the bullet of 
that year being known as the Farley 





ed bullet and had been not only manu- 
factured, but thoroughly tested and re- 
ported on to the Secretary of War. I 
was familiar with the comprehensive 
studies made of the characteristics of 
small arms bullets, which are contain- 
ed in Ordnance construction notes cov- 
ering the period of 1894 to 1898, in 
which the advantages of pointed Ddu!- 
lets were pointed out, shapes, veloci- 
ties, etc., being dealt with in detail. 

“I was also familiar with the French 
pointed bullet, which had been adopted 
in 1898 and which was known as the 
Lebel bullet or ‘Balle D,’ samples of 
which were at the Frankford Arsenal 
as early as September, 1903. 

“Late in 1904 1 received instruc- 
tions from the Ordnance Department 
to design a new bullet for the Model 
1903 rifle, otherwise known as the 
Springfield rifle. Naturally, because 
of my knowledge of the developments 
and experiments which I have just 
referred to, I designed a pointed buliet 
for that purpose, because that was the 
type of bullet from which we could ob- 
taim the highest velocity, with added 
advantage, as well as a flat trajectory. 

“The design of the bullet was worked 





out under my direction, the different 
dimensions being adopted for the par- 
pose of making the bullet suitable for

pleted early in 1906, and that was the 
reason why the new bullet was called 
the Model 1906 bullet. 

“At the time that this bullet was de- 
signed I had no knowledge of the 
existence of the Gleinich patent. In 
fact, I never had any knowledge of this 
patent until it was brought to my at- 
tention recently in connection with the 
present claim.” 


Historical Research 

Extensive studies made by the de- 
fense in the case reveal that the 
pioneer in experimenting with wind 
resistance as it affects the shape of 
projectiles was Capt. G. Piobert, a 
French artillery officer who was a 
professor of ballistics at the French 
Artillery School. These experiments 
were reported about 1841. 

Various type of pointed bullets made 
wholly of lead, were said to have been 
used by both the Union and the Con- 
federate soldiers during the Civil War. 
Investigation discloses, however, the 
defense asserted, that the modern mili- 
tary bullet was first officially adopt- 
ed by the Republic of France about 
1902. This projectile was ee by

Marshal Petain’s Visit 


PERSONALLY welcomed and enter- 
tained throughout their visit by 
General Pershing, Marshal Petain and 
his staff left Newport, R. I., for France 
on Oct. 28, impressed by the enthusias- 
tic reception accorded them by the 
Army and Navy, and the people.

Committee the President will form to 
support his contentions. Either the 
President, he holds, is “abysmally ig- 
norant” or the charge is untrue. The 
Navy League head is satisfied he can 
establish: 

_ 1. That parity does not exist. 

2. That steps have not been taken 
to permit the ratios established by the 
London Treaty. 

3. That the Grandi naval construc- 
tion holiday proposal, accepted by the 
Administration, imposes further in- 
feriority upon the Navy as compared 
with the navies of Great Britain and 
Japan. 

On the part of the Administration. 
it is stated the Committee will be 
shown: 

1. That the Fleet is strong enough 
to defend American interests. 

2. That the expenditures must be 
kept within those permitted by rev- 
enues. 

3. That it would be unwise and an 
useless waste of public moneys to go 
heavily into construction when a Dis- 
armament Conference is to meet in 
February, and further that such con- 
struction would intensify suspicion uf 
the purposes of the United States. 

While the President is emphatically 
critical of the Navy League, he feels 
the personnel of the Navy itself is 
worthy of the confidence of the coun- 
try. He holds that the Navy League’s 
campaign has been conducted for the 
purpose of arousing public sentiment 
hostile to his efforts to keep down Fed- 
eral expenditures, and he deprecates 
the recent “leak” of the Navy Depart- 
ment’s recommendations for curtail- 
ment of the naval estimates by some 
$61,000,000. To this extent, he is in 
sympathy with the diatribe delivered 
from the White House steps last week 
by Congressman Wood, senior Repub- 
lican member of the House Appropria- 
| tions Committee. The President has 
not stated nor even suggested that any 





| one in the Service is “cowardly,” to 
| quote the word used by Mr. Wood. In- 
, deed, the statement from the White 
House in celebration of Navy Day, the 
| first issued by Mr. Hoover since be- 
coming President, by the way, was 
prepared for the purpose of counter- 
acting the suggestion of Mr. Wood that 
the Commander-in-Chief felt as he did. 

The President argues that with a 

deficit which promises to mount to a 
figure exceeding any peace time year 
in history, with the necessity of impos- 
| ing new taxes, besides further bond 
| issue, and with unemployment continu- 
ing and business profits lessened, it is 
| of the greatest importance that Gov- 
| ernment appropriations be limited to 
| the lowest possible point. In view of 
this situation, which is world-wide, he 
|- wishes to maintain the relative naval 
| position of the United States by an- 
| other agreement on disarmament. For 
these reasons he feels that when he 
directed the Navy Department to re- 
| duce its estimates he was justified by 
| the state of the nation. In considering 
| estimates, it is pointed out the Presi- 
dent must take into account the needs 
| of every Department; he cannot con- 
| sider one alone. He is accused by the 
| Navy League of “abysmal ignorance,” 
although it is insisted by his friends 
he has kept thoroughly informed of 
naval developments and needs, and it 
is contended by them that the Navy 
League has displayed “abysmal ig- 
norance” in not figuring on conditions 
as a whole rather than upon the state 
of the Navy alone. 

Moreover, it is argued in behalf of 
the President’s policy that except for 
the Manchurian situation, the world 
is at peace and there is no likelihood 
of any war involving the United 
States. Under the circumstances, with 
an international disarmament confer- 
ence about to meet, it is contended that 
the Government would be foolish to 
proceed with the construction of ships 
which might have to be scrapped, and 
the Government suffer a great loss, as 
it did when vessels were scrapped as a 
result of the Washington Treaty. It 
is pointed out further that no reduc- 
tion is contemplated in the commis- 
sioned personnel, and it is added that 
the President is as opposed to any cut 
in the pay of the Armed Services as 
he is to any cut in the other branches; 
of the Government.

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Has Forced Landing 


Worp was received by the War De- 

partment that Assistant Secretary 
of War F. Trubee Davison and his pi- 
, Lt. Elwood R. Quesada, were com- 
pelled to land the plane in which they 
were flying from Washington to New 
York, Oct. 27, without the benefit of 
landing gear at Mitchel Field, when the 
retractable landing carriage on the 
plane failed to function.

Transportation Change 


A CHANGE made recently by Cir- 
cular No. 45 causes the rescission 
of paragraph 9b, AR 30-1075, and sub- 
stitutes the following for it: 

Motor transportation, when available 
without detriment to official business, 
may be used, by special direction only 
of the commanding officer, for the fol- 
lowing purposes: 

(1) Athletics. 

(2) Hunting. 

(3) Conveying children of Army per- 
sonnel at posts; camps, and stations to 
and from school when not conveniently 
accessible by public transportation. 

(4) Temporary use in emergency by 
other governmental agencies. 

The rescinded paragraph read as 
follows: 

Motor transportation, when avail- 
able without detriment to official busi- 
ness, may be used, by special direction 
only of the commanding officer, for the 
following purposes, provided that the 
use of such transportation for dances 
and entertainments is limited in such 
manner as not to require overtime 
work on the part of the drivers: 

(1) Athletics. 

(2) Hunting. 

(3) For conveying civilian employees 
to and from the nearest railway point 
to place of work, where practicable and 
necessary. 

(4) For conveying all members of 
garrison, including families of offi- 
cers and enlisted men, to and from 
nearest railway point, boat landing, 
street car or other public conveyance, 
where practicable and necessary. 

(5) Dances. 

(6) Entertainments. 

(7) For conveying children of Army 
personnel at posts, camps, and stations 
to and from school when not con- 
veniently accessible by public trans- 
portation, provided that the cost of 
maintenance, repair and operation of 
vehicles so used shall not be paid from 
appropriated public funds.

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Navy Day 
WARNED by the Navy Department 
and the Navy League to avoid 


controversial subjects in their ad- 
dresses, naval officers and patriotic 
civilians speaking in practically every 
city of the country on the tenth an- 
nual Navy Day celebration Oct. 27, 
joined in praising the glorious past of 
our armed sea forces and telling of 
its every day service to the nation. 
Although due to the economy pro- 
gram, naval vessels were not sent to 
coastal ports on as large a scale as in 
previous years, wherever possible 
ships put into port and were host to 
thousands of visitors during the day. 
Secretary of the Navy Charles 
Francis Adams took part in one of 
the principal ceremonies of the day 


aboard the USS Constitution at Balti- ; 


more. The Governor of Maryland, the 
Honorable Albert C. Ritchie, Admiral 
W. S. Benson, USN, ret., and Comdr. 
Louis J. Gulliver, USN, commanding 
officer of “Old Ironsides,” were among 
the speakers at a dinner aboard the 
vessel, 


Secretary Adams told his listeners 
that our modern policy of limiting ar- 
maments and renouncing war have 
sometimes been wrongly interpreted 
as being substitutes for the traditional 
policy of keping armed in order to 
keep the peace. Rather, stated the 
Secretary, we have a new policy to- 
wards armaments and peace, which 
consists of three elements, “Prepara- 
tion,” “Limitation,” and “Renuncia- 
tion,” each of which is complimentary. 

While there were no “fireworks,” 
this being left for later in the week, 
several speakers touched on our naval 
strength. Rear Adm. Jehu V. Chase, 
USN, a member of the General Board, 
and former Commander-in-Chief of 
the U. S. Fleet, said: 

“The fundamental, accepted naval 
policy is that the Navy should be 
maintained in such strength as to sup- 
port the policies and the commerce of 
the United States and to guard her 
continental and overseas possessions. 

“We are not a military nation and 
the means that we have at hand for 
the maintenance of our self-defense 
are absurdly small. 

“As a nation we seek peace, we wel- 
come arbitration of every national 
difference, we lend our good offices and 
treasures—on every occasion, always 
looking toward the maintenance of 
peace for ourselves and for others. 

“Yet we canot continue to be the 
great nation intended if we ignore the 
Tquirements essential to maintaining 
our honor, our goods and our lives. 
We cannot survive as a nation if we 
do not look at all times to our de- 
fenses.” 

Comdr. James T. Alexander, USN, 
speaking at the Navy Day exercises 
at the John Paul Jones Statue in 
Washington, D. C., in commenting on 
the deeds of this great naval hero, 
said: “Of lasting importance to us to- 
day are the lessons we find in the 
strategy applied by Jones in his naval 
actions across the seas. His naval 
war proved in unmistakable terms the 
soundness of the age old maxim that 
‘a vigorous offense is the best possible 
defense.’ ” 

One of the highlights of the Nation- 
wide celebration was the commission- 
Ing ceremonies of the USS Akron, the 
Navy’s new dirigible, at the Naval 
Air Station at Lakehurst, N. J. As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy for 
Aeronautics David S. Ingalls, Rear Ad- 
miral William A. Moffett, Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics; Rear Admiral 
L. A. Bostwick, Commandant of the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard and com- 
Mandant of that naval district, and 
Lt. Comdr. Charles E. Rosendahl, the 
commanding officer of the Akron, 
spoke. Secretary Adams was cut in 
from Baltimore in the radio broadcast 
of the ceremony.

velt’s many epigrams is that “the 
United States Navy is the surest guar- 
antor of peace which this country pos- 
sesses.” This attitude towards arma- 
ments—that they are necessary to pre- 
serve peace—is an American tradition 
which was first voiced by President 
Washington and is perpetuated to the 
present day. 

Our modern policy of Limitatian of 
Armaments, and the more recent one 
of renouncing war, under the condi- 
tions specified in the Kellogg Pact, 
have sometimes been wrongly inter- 
preted as substitutes for the tradi- 
tional policy of keeping armed in 
order to keep the peace. 

There is no warrant for such an as- 
sumption. President Harding, who 
initiated the Limitation Treaties, af- 
terwards strongly emphasized the need 
of keeping up our relative position. 
President Coolidge, who sponsored the 
Kellogg UPact, vigorously maintained 
that “It cannot be used as a substitute 
for national defense, but only as its 
supplement,” 

President Hoover has publicly and 
unmistakably expressed his approval 
of our traditional policy of prepared- 
ness as a safeguard of peace. He has 
been equally firm in supporting the 
supplementary measures of limiting 
armaments and of renouncing war. 

These three elemtns, which have 
been defined as “Preparation,” “Lim- 
itation” and “Renunciation,” in reality 
constitute a new policy towards arma- 
ments and peace, in the formulation of 
which America has led the way, loyally 
supported by her Navy. 

It is worthy of special note that 
these three elements are complemen- 
tary. Neither one is a substitute for 
the other. Washington’s doctrine that 
“To be prepared for war is one of the 
most effectual means of preserviag 
peace,” is still applicable under tae. 
new policy, remembering also Presi- 
dent Hoover’s assertion that “Proper 
defense requires military strength rela- 
tive to that of other nations.” 

When we stand for an adequate 
Navy we therefore stand for peace, 
rather than war, of which America 
and the rest of the world have had 
enough. We stand for a more certaia 
peace than would be possible without 
naval armament, and for the stabitity 
of our national policies and our very 
essential overseas commerce. 

All this is typified by this grana old 
frigate Constitution which has come to 
be a deeply revered emblem of na- 
tional tradition and patriotism. 

She was built for the purpose of pro- 
tecting our seaborne trade and thus 
safeguarding our prosperity and pro- 
moting peace for us. She accomplish- 
ed this broad mission. The brilliant 
victories which gave her such re- 
nown are largely responsible for the 
many years of peace that follo-ed, 
during which she actively protectel 
and promoted the life-giving commerce 
of the nation. 

It is peculiarly appropriate that this 
audien-- should listen to an officer 
who served on board of the frigate 
Constitution in the days when she was 
in full and active commission. Since 
then he has risen to the highest rank 
and during the World War performed 
most distinguished and valuable ser- 
vices to the country as the Chief of 
Naval Operations and the principal ad- 
visor to the Secretary of the Navy and 
the President in naval affairs.

First Division Reunion 


J CHOES of the World War swept 
across the parade ground at Ft. 
Hamilton, N. Y., on Oct. 24, when 
troops of the 18th Infantry re-enacted 
a portion of the battle of Exerntont in 
he Meuse-Argonne fighting, as part of 
the program of the thirteenth annual 
reunion of the First Division. Ma- 
chine guns opened a staccato fire on 
the enemy strong point, followed by 
an infantry attack supported by artil- 
lery and howitzer fire. 

The bridge erected by the 1st Divi- 
sion Engineers was blown up and the 
troops crossed a stream on footbridges 
under cover of a smoke screen. Light 
bombing planes from Mitchel Field 
swooped down to worry the enemy, and 
1st Division tanks from Ft. Wadsworth 
lumbered into action on the left wing. 
Now and then a soldier fell, and 
stretcher bearers hurried up to carry 
him off the field. 

The reunion began in the morning 
with the arrival of the ist Division 
veterans and a reception for the dis- 
tinguished guests. At 11:30 a review 
of the troops by Brig. Gen. Lucius R. 
Holbrook, present commander of the 
Division, was held. The 18th Infantry 
marched by with the tank units, Engi- 
neers, Signal Corps and Supply units 
from all parts of the State. Lunch 
was served from rolling kitchens to 
the veterans, numbering 500. 


Maj. Gen. Stephen O. Fuqua, Chief 
of Infantry, told the veterans that they 
were there to celebrate the accom- 
plishments of the living and the 
achievements of the dead. 

He said the number of the division 
told its history, for it had been the 
first to land, first to undergo trench 
life, first to fire on the enemy and 
first to be fired on, first to attack, first 
to raid and be raided and one of the 
first in casualties, materiel captured 
and prisoners taken. 

Maj. Gen. Hanson E. Ely, command- 
ing the Second Corps Area, who was 
¢ommander of the Division’s 28th In- 
fantry, was introduced as “Cantigny 
Ely”. General Ely told the veterans 
that they had “the proudest record of 
any division in the A. E. F.” 

Lt. Gen. Robert Lee Bullard, ret., 
who was a commander of the Division 
in France, spokc briefly, and General 
Summerall closed the program, remind- 
ing the veterans that the spirit they 
had displayed in the Meuse-Argonne 
and at Cantigny was being carried 
into civil life as a driving force for 
good, and would be handed down to 
coming generations. 

Activities at the Fort ended with a 
parade of the 16th and 18th Infan- 
tries and other organizations, and the 
veterans, who joined their colors, which 
were present at the review. A dinner 
later was served at Rosoff’s restau- 
ran:, in New York City. 

In the future the Division Com- 
mander, Brig. Gen. Lucius R. Hol- 
brook, plans a yearly homecoming of 
the division to which the 1st Division 
Society will be invited to attend and 
participate.

Infantry School Schedule 


A SCHEDULE of instruction for all 

students of The Infantry School 
which dispenses entirely with class- 
room assemblies and studies for the 
week which began Oct. 26, was an- 
nounced by Lt. Col. George G. 
Marshall, jr., Assistant Commandant. 


Instead of formal class-room studies, 
the student officers, equipped only 
with notebook and pencils, will at- 
tend a series of troop demonstrations 
which will be held on the varied 
ground of the Ft. Benning reserva- 
tion. Each exhibition will be a prac- 
tical application of infantry methods 
and principles with which students are 
familiar or to which they will be in- 
troduced during their courses at The 
Infantry School. 

The scheme of consolidating the 
troop demonstrations, all of which deal 
with war strength organizations and 
some of which include participation by 
all combatant arms, is the outgrowth 
of experience gained during the past 
few years at The Infantry School. In 
recent years many of the students are 
officers who have never seen war 








strength organizations or who have 
not had contact with them since the 
close of the World War and as prac- 
tically all the troop handling prob- 
lems deal with war strength units, 
many students have had some little 
difficulty in visualizing their com- 
position and operation. 

On Monday three demonstrations 
were held on the 29th Infantry parade 
ground. The first illustrated the war 


| strength organization of the rifle com- 


pany, machine gun company, howitzer 
company, regimental headquarters 
company, and battalion headquarters 
company, all from the 29th Infantry. 
The second dealt with th organiza- 
tion of the field artillery and was 
staged by the ist Battalion, 83rd 
Field Artillery. The third was a dem- 
onstration of the operation of the 
regimental medical detachment. A 
fourth dmonstration was held at 
the tank park and showed the organ- 
ization of a tank battalion. 

Tuesday’s demonstration began with 
a garrison review comprising all com- 
batant arms, which was held on the 
29th Infantry parade ground. The 
second demonstration was an_ illus- 
tration of a reenforced regiment on the 
march, progressing successively into 
defense against air attacks and an ad- 
vance guard action. In these exer- 
cises the infantry was assisted by the 
artillery and other supporting wea- 
pons. 

Wednesday’s exhibitions illustrated 
the selection and operation of com- 
mand posts and the technique of a 
battalion attacking with supporting 
weapons. In this exercise the support- 
ing artillery disclosed the location of 
the enemy’s observation post by firing 
smoke shells whose bursts indicated 
the exact position of the enemy to the 
students. The artillery also fired a 
concentration of high explosive shell 
on enemy anti-tank guns and placed 
a shrapnel concentration on _ the 
enemy’s skirmish line. 

On Thursday the entire day was de- 
voted to the battalion in defense. All | 
combatant arms, such as artillery, | 
chemical warfare, air corps, en- 
gineers, signal corps, in addition to | 
the infantry, participated in this 
exercise. 

Friday’s program comprised two il- 
lustrations of methods of supply, the 
first pertaining to the supply of the 
regiment in defense and the second to 
the problem of supply during evacu- 
ation in campaign.

A reserve officer must accept reap- 
pointment before the date of his pre- 
vious appointment expires or on the 
next day thereafter, we are informed. 








In case he accepts after this 
time he is in the status of a civilian 
and must receive a new appointment in 
the same manner that he was origin- 
ally appointed. However, it is provided 
that in case the delay in the acceptance 
of appointment has occurred through 
no fault of the officer concerned, the 
Adjutant General will usually allow 
the reappointment to be made effective.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Army Promotion Bill—During the course of a trip the early part of this week, 
Lt. Col. Charles H. Patterson, who worked out the War Department accellerated 
promotion bill under the direction of General MacArthur, stopped at New York 
City, Boston and West Point and talked to the officers stationed there about the 
promotion measure. 

At New York and Boston, all officers stationed in the metropolitan areas 
and at nearby Army posts attended the lectures given by Colonel Patterson. The 
colonel explained how the bill was worked out and what it hopes to accomplish. 
A favorable reception was given the Colonel by his listeners who showed their 
appreciation at the opportunity of hearing first hand from the War Department’s 
official representative in promotion matters. 

Much inerest has been shown in the computations made by Colonel Patterson 
revealing that, had the plan gone into effect as of July 1, 1930, promotion under 
it would have been slightly greater than was forecast in the predictions made 
last Spring. 

The possibility, discussed previously in these columns, that circumstances 
may force the Army to agree to accept an amendment to the promotion bill pro- 
viding that none of the promotions due solely to the new bill will cause any 
increases in pay, is being discussed among officers. Senator Reed» speech, 
published textually in the Army and Navy Journal of Oct. 24, in which he offered 
little hope for the MacArthur bill or any other measure which would increase 
any item of the budget, coupled with the President’s action in frowning on the 
Marine Corps promotion bill until the “no pay increase” amendment was in- 
cluded in it, lead many to the conclusion that there is no hope for the MacArthur 
bill unless it provided specifically that there will be no increases due solely to 
its action. Of course such a provision, as now being discussed, woula not stop 
any increases which would normally arise under the operation of the present 
promotion plan. 

At the present time General MacArthur and those handling the problem 
under him do not plan to take any such step. The measure is before Congress 
with a favorable recommendation of the Secretary. However, should it appear 
that the money involved will positively prevent its adoption, it is highly likely 


that steps will be made to incorporate a “no increase” clause.

Navy Studies Effect of Wind on Speed of Vessels—The Board of Inspection and 
Survey is conducting a number of rather important tests off Rockland, Maine, on 
the destroyer Hamilton at the present time. One of the most interesting of the 
studies being made has to do with the question of the effect of wind upon the 
speed of a naval vessel. Wind, as a factor in determining the actual speed of a 
ship, has always been the uncertain element. Navigators, knowing more or less 
definitely the speed of the ship against the water as determined from the pro- 
pellor revolutions per minute, and the pull of the tides, currents and streams, 
have always had to estimate the effect of the wind on the progress of the ship, 
to arrive at the actual speed. It is believed that if sufficient data is gathered 
regarding the effect of winds of varying velocities from different directions on 
the ship’s course over the measured distance at Rockland, some conclusions can 
be drawn, which will make more certain the calculation of this variable element 
in navigation. Data also is being collected as to the effect of wind on the struc- 
ture of a ship and it is possible that the conclusions from the study may affect 
the future design of naval vessels. 

Another test being conducted on the Hamilton is of a speed pressure gauge, 
a device for determining the speed of a ship against the water. The device con 
sists of a tube which protrudes from the bow of the vessel beneath the water line 
and turns directly upward inside the hull, the speed being determined from the 
height the water rises in the tube, something on the idea of the air pressure 
gauge used on airplanes. The gauge, the invention of Comdr. Harold E. Saun- 
ders, CC, USN, if successful, should be very valuable to commercial vessels which 
have not been sent to Rockland for accurate time trials, and if perfected to a 
high degree might do away with the necessity of trials over the medsured mile. 

The desirability of using bossing instead of struts to hold propellor shafts 
is also being tested at Rockland. Last Spring, the Hamilton was put through a 
series of trials, with her propeller secured to the stern by means of struts, and 
at the present time tests are being conducted with a new stern fitted on the ves- 
sel, which holds the propeller shaft by means of bossing. Bossing has been in 
use on merchant vessels for years, but naval vessels always used struts. The 
present tests will decide, it is hoped, whether there are any advantages as to 
speed, strength, and lack of vibration in bossing, and if results justify it, one or 
two of the new destroyers will have this design

A Democratic House of Representatives—From present indications it appears 
that the Democrats will be able easily to organize the House of Representatives 
at the next session of Congress should they desire to do so. As the situation 
now stands the Democrats have 214 representatives, the Republicans 213 and 
the Farmer-Laborites one, with seven vacancies. Next Tuesday’s elections 
will fill five of these vacancies—two being in nominal Democratic areas, one in 
certain Republican territory and the other two (Mr. Longworth’s district in Ohio 
and Mr. Vincent’s district in Michigan) are generally considered doubtful, al- 
though recently they have been Republican. It would be necessary for the Re- 
publicans to capture both of the doubtful districts to create even a tie, while 
if the Democrats secure one of the doubtful districts it will give that party 
a majority of two votes. Special elections in New Hampshire and New Jersey 
may save the day for the Republicans. 

Democratic organization of the House would put John Garner, of Texas, 
into the speakership. It would also probably mean that Representative Joseph 
W. Burns, of Nashville, Tenn., would be chairman of the Appropriations Commit- 
tee, with William A. Ayers, of Wichita, Kas., as chairman in charge of the sub- 
committee on War Department appropriations. Carl Vinson, of Milledge- 
ville, Ga., would become chairman of the Naval Affairs Committee, while Percy 
E. Quin, of McComb, Miss., would ascend to leadership of the Military Affairs 
Committee. 

As far as the conduct of the Military Affairs committee and the valuable 
work of its past chairman, W. Frank James, of Michigan, is concerned, it is 
felt, inasmuch as political affiliations have played so little part in the conduct 
of the committee in the past and such a spirit of cooperation and consideration 
of projects on their merits has maintained, that realignment would interfere but 
little with the ultimate complexion of the result of the committee’s deliberations. 
Mr. James always has had the support and confidence of the Democrats on his 


- committee and should they pass into control there is not a shadow of doubt but 


that Mr. James will give as much of himself to the service as he has done in the 
past and that Mr. Quin will continue his policy of an “Army committee” rather 


than a political committee. 
Democratic leadership of the Naval] Affairs Committee by Mr. Vinson would 
put into control an able and well informed member who always has been an active 


and earnest member of the committee. 
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Army Officer Personnel Strength—From figures on the strength of the officer 
personnel of the Army, it appears to some that the problem of bringing the 
number down. by the end of the fiscal year so that the average for the year 
will not exceed the authorized average of 12,000 will be quite a difficult task. 
However, it is known that the matter is receiving close attention and that the 
strength is being watched from week to week. No concern is evident among 
officials, who say that anticipated separations will take care of the matter. 

The commissioning of the last class from West Point—296 officers—brought 
the officer strength at the beginning of this fiscal year to a total of 12,189. It 
follows that in order to keep the strength within the “average of 12,000” ap- 
propriated for by Congress, it will be necessary to reduce to approximately 
12,000 by Jan. 1, 1932, and to 11,811 by next June 30. This would necessitate 
278 separations from the active list during the current fiscal year. It is ex- 
pected that normal attrition will take care of this, for last year there were 248 
separations from among the promotion list officers. 

Then comes the problem of what will happen to next year’s average, when 
the present West Point class of 262 students is commissioned. The number is 
34 less than were commissioned last year, but on the other hand it appears that 
the officer strength will be considerably greater than when the last class entered, 
It is said that estimated retirements for age and 30-year retirements will be 
greater this year than last. It is also possible that the annual physical exam- 
inations in January may result in more retirements, thus easing the situation 
from an administrative viewpoint. 

While a few years ago officers were commissioned from civil life from time 
to time—notably in the Air Coprs—it will be recalled that for the past four 
years, almost without exception, the graduating classes from the Military Acad- 
emy have been sufficient to keep the officer personnel up to strength, with the 
exception of appointments in the non-promotion list branches. Last fiscal year 
there was but one promotion list officer appointed from civil life—a flying cadet 
commissioned in the Air Corps. Last July the Secretary of War announced 
that no new appointments would be made in promotion list branches until the 
issuance of further instructions. 

The class to graduate from West Point in 1933 consists of 367 cadets, and 
while it appears that the 1932 class—more than a hundred smaller—presents 
a problem that, while not at all alarming is one that will require close study, 
it appears quite probable that the finding of vacancies for the 1933 class will 
present greater difficulties. 

The problem of creating enough vacancies to commission the entire Academy 
graduating class has been one that has vexed the Navy for some years, and last 
year reached the point where Congress reduced the number of appointees allotted 
to each Representative. The situation, however, is more complicated in the 
Navy because of the fact that in that service the commissioned strength is not 
based on an average srtength for the year, but must not exceed a certain figure 
which is based on a percentage of the enlisted strength, whereas in the Army the 
officer strength is figured as average for the year.

General Officers—Three brigadier general vacancies, two of them in the line, will 
probably be filled shortly by the Secretary of War, assuming that he continues his 
policy of naming general officers well in advance. 

The first vacancy to be filled is that of assistant chief of the Air Corps with 
rank of brigadier general. This vacancy will be created Dec. 20, 1931, when Brig. 
Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois, now assistant chief, becomes chief of the Corps with 
rank of Major General replacing Maj. Gen. James E. Fechet, whose term expires 
on that date and who will retire from active service. Thus, under the law, Gen- 
eral Foulois will recommend to the Secretary of War his choice for assistant 
chief. 

The law provides that the chief of the Air Corps and at least two of the 
brigadier generals must be flying officers, but inasmuch as the present two other 
assistants—Brig. Gen. Charles H. Danforth and Brig. Gen. Henry C. Pratt— 
are fliers this provision would not work to bar any one otherwise eligible from 
the appointment. Ali of those eligible for the appointment (colonels and lieu- 
tenant colonels) are fliers. As a matter of fact officers commissioned in the corps 
are flying officers with the exception of one major, two first lieutenants and one 
second lieutenant. 

All of the Air Corps colonels and lieutenant colonels, with but two ex- 
ceptions, have ample time left on the active list to complete a four year tour 
of duty as assistant chief. The tour would begin Dec. 20, 1931, and expire Dec. 
19, 1935. Lt. Col. John A. Paegalow will retire in May, 1934, and Lt. Col. 
Archie W. Barry in June, 1935. The list of colonels and lieutenant colonels elig- 
ible for the post, in their order of relative staniing are: Colonels Chalmers 
G. Hall, Theodore A. Baldwin, jr., Clarence C. Culver, Ira F. Fravel, and Frank 
P. Lahm (who has previously served a tour as assistant chief with rank of briga- 
dier general); Lieutenant Colonels Roy C. Kirtland, Arthur G. Fisher, John 
H. Howard, John A. Paegalow, James A. Mars, Jacob W. S. Wuest, Gerald C. 
Brant, Archie W. Barry, Ira Longanecker, Frank M. Andrews, Oscar Westover, 
Henry B. Clagett, Jacob E. Fickel, Rush B. Lincoln, Augustine W. Robins, Henry 
H. Arnold, Barton K. Yount, William C. McChord and John D. Reardan. 

As for the selection of the two new brigadier generals of the line—one to fill 
the vacancy to be created by the retirement of Brig. Gen. William P. Jackson, 
for age in January, 1932 (he already has been ordered home to await retirement), 
and the other to fill the vacancy that will be created by the promotion of Brig. 
Gen. Campbell King next April—there is every reason to believe that it will be 
done soon. It will be recalled General King’s appointment as a major general, 
not to take effect until next April, was announced last July. 

The last four brigadier generals of the line were colonels who stood num- 
bers 21, 64, 96 and 111 on the relative list. Thus there is not a great deal of 
basis for assuming that seniority will be given a very heavy weight in making 


the appointments.

Restrict Reenlistments—At this time of the year the enlisted strength of the 

Army has reached a point where it will be neccessary to hold it down to keep 

— exceeding the average strength for the year as set in the Appropriation 
ct. 

Because of this situation the Army is accepting practically no new enlist- 
ments—and those that are accepted are only to fill actual and specific vacancies. 
Reenlistments are being accepted where men signify their intention within three 
months after the expiration of their last enlistment, but men who delay longer 
than that three-month period are not accepted for reenlistment unless there is 
an absolute vacancy for them to fill. 

; Reenlistments are not being accepted for service outside of the Corps Area 
in which the man is stationed at the time of the expiration of his enlistment. 
This is purely a measure of economy, for the Department does not feel that it 
should spend the money to send a man a long distance from one Corps Area to 
another on reenlistment and then give him his travel allowance back home at 
the expiration of his service. However, if a man is willing to pay his own ex- 
penses to his new station and waive his right to transportation allowance home 
at the conclusion of his service the reenlistment will be authorized providing 
the other normal qualifications are complied with. It is explained at the Depart- 
ment that such transportation is at the man’s own wish and for his own con- 
venience and not that of the Government and that therefore he would be re- 





quired to bear the expense. 
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Seek Army Uses for “Tommy Gun”—The Thompson caliber .45 submachine gun, 
much used as a riot gun by police, is receiving attention from various branches 
of the Army. The Cavalry has already adopted it as an auxiliary weapon for 
their armored cars, and have issued regulations governing its use in the training 
regulation covering armored-car marksmanship. It has uses in the armored car 
both on ground targets and low-flying aircraft. 

The Infantry is testing the weapon at Ft. Benning, and while no information 
is available as to its potential uses to that branch, it is thought that it may find 
a place as an auxiliary tank weapon. The submachine gun weighs slightly over 
8 pounds, which is around the weight of the Springfield rifle now in general use 
as the Army rifle. Its effective range runs up to about 600 yards, and its most 
effective range is about 300 yards. It is not thought that the weapon could ever 
replace the automatic rifle, but it is thought that it may have some definite use. 

The Field Artillery, also, has this submachine gun under consideration, and 
probably will at some time conduct tests to determine its possible value. It is 
thought at present that it might be used to advantage to protect exposed bat- 
teries from sudden raids, and also from low-flying planes.

Air Corps Loses Valuable Asset With Retirement of General Fechet—The Army 
Air Corps will suffer the loss of a valued member on Dec. 31, when Maj. Gen. 
James E. Fechet, Chief of the Air Corps, will retire upon his own application. 
The progress of the Air Corps under the direction of General Fechet has been 
notable, as shown by the survey of his term of office appearing in a previous issue 
of the Journal. Under his regime most of the five-year program for building the 
Air Corps up to the recommendations of the Morrow Board has been followed out. 
The Air Corps has increased in size and in efficiency in this time, and the air 
maneuvers held last May demonstrated the fact to the thousands of spectators in 
different sections of the country. 


Western Cartridge Co. to Buy Winchester Firm—It was announced this week that 
the reorganization committee of the Winchester Repeating Arms Company has 
completed a plan and agreement by which the company’s properties will be ac- 
quired by the Western Cartridge Co., according to the New York Times. Medley 
G. B. Whelpley and Earl Baillie compose the reorganization committee. 

The Western Cartridge Co., which is located in East Alton, IIl., will pay 
$3,000,000 in cash and $4,800,000 par value of 6 per cent preferred stock, besides

Federal Prisoners in Army Posts—The Department of Justice has moved out all 
of its federal prisoners from Ft. George G. Meade, Md., and transferred them to 
Camp Lee, Va. (which has been under the Department of Justice for two years), 
and to Ft.

Reserve Administration 


WHEN Congress in 1920 instituted 
the Reserve Corps, it was decided 
that the interests of the Reserve 
would be adequately safeguarded by 
proper representation on the General 
Staff, the Secretary of War’s closest 
military assistants and advisors. The 
statute therefore directed that: 


“All policies and regulations affe¢t- 
ing the organization, distribution and 
training of the Organized Reserves, 
and all policies and regulations affect- 
ing the assignment, promotion and dis- 
charge of reserve officers, shall be pre- 

red by committees of appropriate 
irsties or subdivisions of the War 
Department General Staff, to which 
shall be added equal numbers. of re- 
serve officers. * * * ” 

To this law the War Department 
has adhered, by choosing reserve of- 
ficers sufficient to handle all reserve 
matters from the various sections of 
the United States upon their records, 
the recommendations of their Corps 
Area Commanders and Branch Chiefs, 
and their preparation for General Staff 
duty. The tour is six months. A 
longer tour is advocated by some on 
the theory that it takes long expe- 
rience in the War Department to “put 
things over.” A shorter tour is advo- 
cated by others who assert that within 
the General Staff, ideas stand on their 
own legs, do not need to be “put over,” 
and that if the tour were still shorter, 
some very busy reserve officers now 
unobtainable might be secured; that 
ideas—not technique—are what the 
General Staff looks for in reserve of- 
ficers. 

Some time later, perhaps influenced 
by the example of the National Guard, 
the idea grew up that General Staff 
representation was not sufficient—that 
there should be some office in the War 
Department wholly devoted to Reserve 
affairs, either actively operating or 
strongly influencing operation. 

In accordance with this idea the 
present office of the Executive for Re- 
serve Affairs was established. It is a 
part of the immediate office of the 
Chief of Staff and has the closest con- 
tact with him and with the General 
Staff. The Executive for Reserve Af- 
fairs is the personal representative of 
the Chief of Staff with the Reserve; 
also of the Reserve with the Chief of 
Staff. He is a contact officer for re- 
serve affairs wherever found, within 
or without the War Department. He 
checks upon all reserve activities and 
recomme'ids to the appropriate oper- 
ating agency, or to higher authority, 
desirable changes. To obviate “per- 
nicious activity” and undue meddling, 
thus bringing down upon the Reserve 
the wrath of harassed operating au- 
thorities, the office of the Executive 
for Reserve Affairs is purposely kept 
small. If, as must sometimes happen, 
there is an honest difference of opinion 
between his office and that of some 
other subdivision of the War Depart- 
ment on reserve matters, the question 
is passed upon by the Chief of Staff 
or the Deputy Chief of Staff, and final 
decision rendered. When the War De- 
partment and the Corps Area Com- 
manders hit on all 16 reserve cylinders, 
the job of the Executive is zero and 
the ideal is attained. 

As an alternative to the existing or- 
ganization, it has been proposed to 
withdraw from each of the many sub- 
divisions of the War Department its 
reserve activities and concentrate

them in an office called the Reserve 
Bureau, or some other appropriate 
name. Such an organization is pos- 
sible, except in regard to General 
Staff and Budget activities, which are 
coordinating agencies under the Sec- 
retary of War and must coordinate all 
or nothing. 

However, some believe it would af- 
ford no service not now available. The 
objection cited to this organization is 
that it cuts squarely across the long- 
standing basis of War Department or- 
ganization by function rather than by 
components of the Army of the United 
States. They believe that, if organ- 
ized in peace by components, the nec- 


would immediately render such an or- 
ganization obsolete. The present or- 
ganization, it is contended, simply 
needs enlargement for war, the Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve subdivsions 
becoming quiescent during the emer- 
gency. 

It is not usually realized, some point 
out, by those who see in the Militia 
Bureau a desirable precedent for the 
Reserve, that the basic law goes no 
further than to authorize a Militia Bu- 
reau and a Chief, leaving the entire 
matter of duties, powers and functions 
up to the Secretary of War. Legal 
authority, it is said, for the establish- 
ment of a Reserve Bureau would al- 
most certainly follow this precedent in 
refraining from details. No detailed 
mandate has been needed to bring 
about the present Militia Bureau, which 
the National Guard certainly regards 
as a War Department home, and with 
which it is as nearly satisfied as 51 
separate armies can ever be with any 
one institution. 

As a part of the War Department, 
the Militia Bureau functions easily 
and smoothly, and with the good will 
of all. It serves a useful purpose and 
no one wants to revert to the old 
methods. But between the Reserve 
and the National Guard a fundamen- 
tal difference is pointed out—that 
has no property and its money affairs 
money and property administration 
that should be centralized, the Reserve 
while the latter has a vast amount of 
consist largely of allotting training 
funds to the responsible training au- 
thorities, ie., the Corps Area Com- 
manders and Chiefs of Branches. The 
activities of its members are so occa- 
sional that the volume of business can 
never bulk great, or require a large 
office, they say. 

In 1923, the project of a Reserve Di- 
vision or Bureau crystallized sufficient- 
ly to warrant a hearing upon the sub- 
ject by the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs of the United States Senate. 
Among the reserve officers who testi- 
fied on the subject there was a diver- 
sity of opinion. The Chief of Staff, 
General Charles P. Summerall, stated 
that he personally favored such an or- 
ganization. The Secretary of War did 
not and has not expressed any opinion 
and no bill for a Reserve Bureau or 
Division has received any considera- 
tion on the floor of either house. 

The situation now would seem to be 
that in the absence of visible dissatis- 
faction among reserve officers with the 
present reserve administration, there 
is not likely to be any immediate 
change in the existing set-up. To 
opinions on the subject, the War De- 
partment will always turn an attentive 
ear, as the purely voluntary and popu- 
we aspect of the Reserve is fully real- 
ized.

Patent Appeal Denied 


‘THE Supreme Court of the United 
States has denied the petition of 
Rear Adm. Bradley A. Fiske, USN, 
ret., for a writ of certiorari to review 
the decision of the Court of Appeals of 
the District of Columbia denying his 
patent infringement claim against 
Rear Adm. William A. Moffet, USN. 
In the judgment of the Court of 
Appeals, rendered last June, an award 
of $198,500 which had been given to 
Admiral Fiske by the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court for alleged in- 
fringement of a patent on a torpedo 
dropping device which had been install- 
ed and used on airplanes of the United 
States Navy, was reversed. Admiral 
Moffett, as Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics of the Navy Department 
during most of the time the alleged 
infringement of Admiral Fiske’s pat- 
ent had taken place, had been made 
defendant in the action. 

The Court of Appeals’ judgment, 
which the U. S. Supreme Court refus- 
ed to upset, was based on two grounds, 
First that as a matter of law, the Gov- 
ernment was held to have an irrevoc- 
able license to the patent; and second 
that as a matter of fact, the patent 
was held to be invalid for inoperative- 
ness. 





Hold Yorktown Ceremony 


Ft. Warren, Wyo.—Religious serv- 
ices in commemoration of the 150th 
anniversary of the surrender of Lord 
Cornwallis at Yorktown were held at 
Ft. Warren Sunday, Oct. 18. This 
was done according to a recommenda- 
tion issued by President Hoover 
Sept. 3. 

An order issued at the command of 
General Howland at Ft. Warren con- 
tinues: 

“We as soldiers honor the courage 
and _ self-sacrifice of our forefathers 
in that war. But as students of the 
art of war we should draw a greater 
lesson from the brilliant strategy of 
Washington in deceiving the enemy a3 
to his intentions and achieving concen- 
tration of American and French armies 
and navy around Lord Cornwallis’ 
force at Yorktown.

DEATH put an end, on Oct. 26, to 
what promised to be a brilliant ca- 
reer, when Cadet Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan of the U. S. Military Acad- 
emy died in New Haven, Conn., from 
a broken neck, suffered in the Army- 
Yale football game last Saturday. He 
bore the same name that Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan, English dramatist 
and statesman, made famous in the 
late 18th and early 19th century, with 
the plays, “The Rivals” and “The 
School for Scandal.” 
Cadet Sheridan, who was from Geor- 
gia, died three hours after his mother 
and brother had completed a dramatic 
dash from Greenville, S. C., by train 
and automobile, to be at his side. The 
young right end of Army’s team had 
been in a respirator, or “artificial 
lung,” ever since Saturday, and only 
his stout heart kept him alive until 
Monday evening. 

Mrs. Sheridan was in a state of ner- 
vous collapse on reaching the hospital 
at 2 o’clock Monday afternoon, and 
on the advice of physicians she was 
sleeping in a hospital room when the 
end came. Sheridan’s younger brother, 
Gerald, was at his side when he died. 


They had reached the hospital after 
a train ride from Greenville, and an 
automobile dash, at 60 miles per hour, 
with a motorcycle escort. The cadet 
died without ever regaining conscious- 
ness. His mother spoke to him on 
reaching the hospital, but there was no 
answer. 

Following the boy’s death, Capt. and 
Mrs. L. C. Warner, of West Point, in 
whose automobile the trip from New 
York was made, took Mrs. Sheridan 
and her younger son to their home for 
the night. 

Cadet Sheridan’s neck was found to 
have been fractured in two places when 
he was injured on the field from 
whence he was rushed immediately to 
the New Haven Hospital, where three 
famous specialists, attending a meet- 
ing in New Haven, hurried to his side. 
They were Dr. Harvey Cushing, noted 
brain and nerve specialist of Boston; 
Dr. Ernest Sykes, of St. Louis, and Dr. 
Samuel Clark, of New Haven. 

An emergency operation was per- 
formed by these three doctors. One of 
the fractured vertebra that was hin- 
dering the process of breathing was 
adjusted, but then it was discovered 
that the nerves controlling the lungs 
had been injured. It was then that 
Sheridan was placed in the respirator. 

He was graduated from Augusta 
Junior College, where he was promi- 
nent in athletic and student activities, 
in June, 1928. 

He was lieutenant colonel of the ca- 
det corps at the college, the highest 
cadet position, and won letters in foot- 
ball and basketball during his stay 
at the two-year college. He was pres- 
ident of the freshman class and treas- 
urer of the student council. - 

Sheridan joined the regular Army 
soon after graduation and after train- 
ing at Ft. Benning, Ga., as a member 
of the howitzer company of the 29th 
Infantry, and at the training school 
at Ft. McPherson, Ga., passed the ex- 
amination for West Point and entered 
the academy in the Summer of 1929. 

He held the rank of cadet corporal 
in the Corps of Cadets at West Point. 

Burial for the cadet was in the West 
Point Cemetery, Oct. 28, with the high- 
est military honors that the United 
States Army can offer. Around the 
grave were grouped Maj. Gen. William 
R. Smith, superintendent of the Acad- 
emy: Lieutenant Colonel Richardson, 
Commandant of Cadets; Maj. Ralph I. 
Sasse, the football coach. 

_Grouped in military fashion were 
lines of cadets in full dress uniform. 
Capt. Albie Booth, of the Yale foot- 
ball team, stood solemnly as _ they 
buried a friendly foe. 

Earlier in the morning a requiem 
mass was celebrated, and just before 
the burial another short service was 
held in the Catholic chapel. The march 
to the cemetery was made with the 
coffin mounted on a caisson, followed in 
hallowed Army tradition by a black 
horse, whose empty saddle symbolized 
the death of a soldier. 

A memorial service was held at 
Dwight Hall, Yale College, the same 
day for the West Point football player, 
at which Dean Clarence W. Mendall 
delivered the address.

The whole story of the Army-Yale 
game might be told by relating the 
events of a few minutes early in the 
fourth quarter, when Army scored, to 
be followed by a score for Yale, and 
topped off tragically by the injury of 
Army’s end, Sheridan, who was carried 
off the field with a broken neck. There 
are other details, of course, but these 
are the main points. ; 

Army was rated the winner previous 
to the game, and they looked like the 
winner, even when Broshaus missed 
the kick for the extra point after the 
fourth quarter touchdown, but a mo- 
ment later, when Parker, of Yale, ran 
the kick-off back 88 yards to score for 
the Bulldogs. Rotan missed the extra 
point. On the succeeding kick-off, 
when the play was ended, it was seen 
that Richard Sheridan, Army end, lay 
unconscious on the gridiron, and later 
it was learned that his neck had been 
fractured. 

In spite of the fact that Army’s 
touchdowns came as the result of a 
sustained drive, the only one of the 
day, for 68 yards, a distance over which 
the Army backs, Stecker, Kilday and 
Carver, passed and ran, Yale had the 
better of the day in ground gained and 
in opportunities to score. 

In the first period, the Yale aggre- 
gation stood on Army’s 16 yard line 
after a 65 yard kick by Parker and a 
15 yard penalty on Army had set the 
Kaydets back to their 2-yard line. In 
the second period, Yale marched 37 
yards, though mostly in their own ter- 
ritory, and in the final quarter, they 
made two advances of 65 yards each. 

Army had only one opportunity to 
add to its total for the day, when Brown 
halted the Elis’ advance, by intercept- 
ing a pass. The Cadets ripped through 
the Yale line for 34 yards, with Stecker 
standing out brilliantly, and ably sup- 
ported by Kilday and Brown. 

The Army line was outcharging 
Yale’s forward wall and opening up 
big gaps, and with the ball on Yayle’s 
16 yard line, first down, a Cadet 
score seemed inevitable, but a 15 yard 
penalty set the Army back and her 
quarterback called for a pass that was 
intercepted by Rotan. 

Yale gained 28 yards through her 
forward passes, when Kilday inter- 
cepted and ran the ball back to his own 
82 yard line. Here started Army’s 
scoring march. Carver started it; 
Stecker passed to Kilday for 15 yards;

The third quarter ended with the 
ball on Yale’s two yard line and three 
downs to go.

HE whole market found support in 

the stronger tone in the rail divi- 
sion, which followed the statement that 
employees of the Gulf, Mobile & North- 
ern System, including some train ser- 
vice employees, had accepted a 10% 
cut in pay. Another interesting item 
which appeared with reference to 
wages was the announcement that 
building trades in Memphis had ac- 
cepted a voluntary wage reduction. In 
themselves these two developments are 
relatively small but they may be sig- 
nificant straws. 

At the semi-annual meeting of the 
American Iron & Steel Institute heads 
of several steel companies were quoted 
as saying that they believed the worst 
of the depression had been passed. 

General Motors earnings of 25c for 
the third quarter of the year were ex- 
actly in line with estimates. The 
Chrysler statement, published after the 
close, showed 34c a share earned for 
the third quarter and 85c for the nine 
months. Third quarter earnings were 
substantially above the earnings for 
the same period of 1930. The present 
showing should strengthen confidence 
in the ability of the company to con- 
tinue the present dividend rate of $1. 

So far as the technical position of 


the market goes, a fair statement is 
that all three important groups have 
shown excellent resistance during the 
past few days. It should be borne in 
mind that most of the comments on 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
decision emphasized the dissatisfaction 
which the railroads are supposed to 
have felt over the findings, as well as 
expressing general disappointment. The 
stock market apparently has _ not 
agreed with those pessimistic expres- 
sions, at least the tape has not con- 
firmed them.

Current Procurement 


(This is the third installment of an 
article outlining the current procure- 
ment activities of the War Depart- 
ment, prepared from data drawn up by 
Lt. Col. J. K. Crain, Director of Cur- 
rent Procurement, Office of the Assis- 
tant Secretary of War.) 


II. 


"THE Air Corps procures for its own 

consumption alone. Its expendi- 
tures, in money value, rank second only 
to those of the Quartermaster Corps. 
With the Ordnance Department, these 
two account for about 95 per cent of 
the military peace-time procurement of 
the Army. 

The Air Corps procures airplanes and 
balloons and all their accessories with 
the exception of guns and ammunition. 
Flying experts are required in the pur- 
chase of airplanes and equipment and 
the supplies essential to maintaining 
the planes in flying condition. The 
need for air specialists is just as 
marked here as the need of Ordnance 
engineers in securing good ordnance. 

At Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, the 
development of airplanes for military 
purposes is conducted, and here also, 
are made all purchases of airplanes and 
equipment. 

Means of communication are the spe- 
cialized purposes of the Signal Corps. 
The telegraph, telephone, carrier pig- 
eons and radio installations come in 
its province. 

The Signal Corps, in consequence, 
purchases the instruments and equip- 
ment for the above communication 
methods. 

The operation of the Army Weather 
Bureau is also a function of the Signal 
Corps, which is also, with one excep- 
tion, the official photographing agency 
for the Army. The exception is the 
taking of aerial photographs. The sup- 
plies necessafy for these duties are 
likewise purchased by the Signal 
Corps. 

The principal purchasing agent for 
the Signal Corps is located in New 
York City. 

Medicines, surgical instruments, hos- 

pital equipment and such items, are 
purchased by the Medical Corps. The 
Medical Corps, also, has its chief pro- 
curement agency in New York. 
_ The provision of means for protect- 
ing our troops against possible gas at- 
tacks by an enemy is the charge of the 
Chemical Warfare Service. It also has, 
as one of its duties, the provision of 
furnishing smoke-producing devices to 
form protective screens against enemy 
observation. The center for experi- 
mentation on these types of equipment 
is at Edgewood Arsenal, Md. Here also 
are purchased the supplies for carrying 
on that work.

(The following dispatch written by 
Whit Burnett and copyright by the 
New York Sun is reprinted from that 
publication’s issue of Oct. 24.) 

Belgrade, Oct. 10.—“When the crows 
circle around the old Turkish fort- 
resses,” said my Serbian guide, as we 
walked up the slope of Mount Avaia 
out of Belgrade, “that’s the sign, the 
people always say, that a war is cor. 
ing” 

The old Turkish fortress, more than 
half crumbled, a brick and stone ruin 
of the time when the high round knob 
of Avala was used from which to at- 
tack Belgrade, the White City, or to 
defend it, rose on the skyline. The 
blue above it was a mass of circling, 
cawing birds. 

“We don’t want war,” he added, 
“but the Italians want Dalmatia, and 
we think Dalmatia is ours, and there 
you are.” 

Below us along a winding road a 
division of troops, infantry and ar- 
tillery, was plowing its way across 
country to play at war games for the 
benefit of a visiting notable, General 
Douglas MacArthur, Chief of Staff of 
the United States Army, whose visit 
surprised most of official Europe and 
vastly pleased the Serbian sense of 
prestige. 

Serbian Soldiers Capable 

The army maneuvers which the 
General saw were not on a grand 
scale, such as he saw in France, at 
Rheims, a few weeks earlier, but they 
were effective demonstrations of the 
fact that the Serbian soldier is a hard 
fellow, well set up, capable of quick 
and intelligent field work, and that his 
officers—many of them White Rus- 
sians, others French, but in the main 
Serbian—are veterans of the field and 
know what they are doing. 

In Belgrade, before the assembied 
generals, General MacArthur compli- 
mented the warriors on their qualities, 
and to seal his belief in the “brother- 
hood of arms,” joined hands with the 


Consider Arms Limitation 


THE problems of the forthcoming 

conference for limitation and reduc- 
tion of armaments schedultd to be held 
in Geneva in February were talked 
over by President Hoover and Premier 
Laval, of France, during the latter’s 
visit here this week. 

In a joint statement by the Presi- 
dent and M. Laval it was said that 
disarmament had been discussed along 
with other problems. “An informal 
and cordial discussion,” the statement 
read, “has served to outline with 
greater precision the nature of the 
problem. It has not been the purpose 
of either of us to engage in commit- 
ments binding our governments, but 
rather, through development of fact, to 
enable each country to act more ef- 
fectively in its own field.” 

“It is our joint purpose,” the state- 
ment continued, “that the conference 
for limitation of armaments will not 
fail to take advantage of the great 
opportunity which presents itself and 
that it will be capable of meeting what 
is in reality its true mission, that is 
th organization ‘on a firm foundation 
of permanent peace.” 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, told French newspaper report- 
ers accompanying M. Laval, the pre- 
mier of France, that he has little hope 
of disarmament under present condi- 
tions in Europe. The stenographic re- 
port of Mr. Borah’s cross-examination 
by the French reporters contains these 
questions and answers: 

Reporter: You do not think Geneva 
will accomplish anything in February? 

Mr. Borah: I hope so, but I do not 
think it looks very bright. The Orien- 
tal situation is rather ominous, I think, 
for a disarmament conference. 

Reporter: What we are after is the 
prevention of war, a declaration of 
war; and economic pressure, if that can 
stop a declaration of war, is something 
to look forward to, is it not?

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Navy League 3 Statement 


President Hoover’s “abysmal ig- 
norance of why navies are main- 
tained and of how they are used to 
accomplish their major mission” is one 
of the expressions used in the Navy 
League statement which stirred the 
President to call for an apology. The 
Navy League said that this is the real 
explanation of his efforts “to starve 
the United States Navy.” 

In the statement entitled “The Presi- 
dent and the Navy,” issued this week, 
the League delves into the President’s 
record in dealing with naval problems 
in order to get “a real appreciation of 
the impelling motives back of President 
Hoover’s efforts, at every turn, ,to re- 

strict, to reduce, and to starve the 
United States Navy—under the pres- 
ent plea of budget limitation.” 

The League touches on the Presi- 
dent’s past naval moves, especially his 
willingness to enter into a naval build- 
ing holiday, when an examination of 
the facts, it is said, would show that 
such participation would specifically 
serve “British and Japanese interests 
to the prejudice of analogous interests 
of the United States.” 

It is in President Hoover’s twice re- 
peated proposal to immunize sea- 


borne food supplies in time of war, | 


that his “abysmal ignorance of why 
navies are maintained and of how they 
are made to accomplish their major 
mission” is found, the League states. 
Acceptance of his proposal, it is said, 
“would have worked not only diamet- 
rically counter to the interests and 
weight of the United States in world 


affairs, but in effect would have made | 


for bigger and bloodier wars.” 
Quoting from a statement of the 
President of the Navy League, Mr. 
William Howard Gardiner, of whom 
President Hoover requested the apol- 
ogy, it is declared that any such reduc- 
tion in naval efficacy, such as Presi- 
dent Hoover’s proposal to immunize 
food supplies, handicaps this compara- 


tively bloodless form of quasi-economic | 


warfare afloat and consequently con- 
duces to the more bloody operations 
ashore by a belligerent having the will 
to win. 

Further, it is declared, this proposal 
is counter to the interests of the 
United States. 

Because of our geographic position, 
our influence in other parts of the 
world depends on our actual or poten- 
tial power to control the use of oceans, 
Mr. Gardiner declares. As any immu- 
nizing of the use of the oceans would 
be more of an abatement of our power 
than any other nation, the proposal, 
it is said, is “diametrically counter to 
the interests and weight of the United 
States in world affairs—although many 


may be inhibited from seeing this until | 


they come out of the trance into which 


they have been hypnotized in order that’ 


our naval power be kept on such a low 
level that others may comfortably com- 
pete and continue to excel. 

“Indeed, one of the best evidences 
of that trance state is in the dual per- 
sonality of President Hoover, whose 
otherwise fine mind falters before his 
emotional humanitarism and congenital 
pacifism.” 

In reviewing President Hoover’s rec- 
ord dealing with the Navy, the Navy 
League points ovt that “within five 
months of entering the White House, 
President Hoover held up the building 
of the first five of the fifteen cruisers 
Congress had just ordered be built on 
a definite time schedule—and he did 
this as a friendly gesture preparatory 


to a naval conference he proposed, a | 


gesture that was not commensurately 
copied by other prospective partici- 
pants although, when judged by treaty 


ratios, they greatly excelled us in un- | 


der-age ships built and building.” 
Regarding the London Treaty, the 
League says, “As is well known, Pres- 
ident Hoover’s delegates yielded to the 
British at London in 1930 what Presi- 
dent Coolidge had refused to yield to 
them at Geneva in 1927, namely, that 
the United States put a large part of 
our future cruiser tonnage in the small- 
gun type of cruiser most useful to 
British ends and greatly reduce our 
building of the large-gun type betier 
suited to our circumstances; and at 
London President Hoover’s delegates 
yielded to the Japanese parity in sub- 
marines and an over-all ratio for auxil- 
iaries of nearly 7 to our 10 instead of 
the 6 to 10 ratio we had bought from 


them at the Washington Conference in | 


1922 by agreeing to limit our insular 
fortifications and naval bases in the 
Far East. 

“These concessions at London on be- 
half of the United States were, in ef- 
fect, the price there paid for a treaty

comprehensively limiting naval arma- 
ments under such conditions that, as 
alleged by its ‘advocates, ‘others would 
stand still while we caught up.’” 
Then as to the President’s policy in 
regard to carrying out what we bought 
at London, the League recalls the re- 
port which was current early this Sum- 
mer that President Hoover proposed 
to bring about a general holiday in na- 
val building. “A premature report,” 
says the League, “that was promptly 
denied.” 

Later when Grandi, the Italian For- 
| eign Minister, proposed a_ holiday 
| preparatory to and during the League 
| of Nations meeting scheduled for next 
February, “President Hoover promptly 
expressed his approval,” it is pointed 
out. 

“When Signor Grandhi expressed 
seemingly surprised delight that his 
suggestion had so promptly received 
the support of the American Adminis- 
tratoin, he appeared to be overplaying 
his part to those who recalled not only 
the premature report of last Summer 
as to President Hoover’s plan for a 
naval holiday, but also that Secretary 
Stimson had been in conference with 
Signors Mussolini and Grandhi be- 
tween that premature report and Sig- 
nor Grandhi’s move at Geneva,” the 
League states. 

This inference that President Hoo- 
ver was the real author of the Grandi 








the League avers, by the statement of 
the State Department representative at 
the meeting of the League of Nations, 
Mr. Hugh R. Wilson. 

Mr. Wilson’s statement was to the 
effect that although the United States 
Government had not yet surveyed the 
question of a naval holiday “with that 
careful scrutiny which would enable us 
to give final approval at this moment 


‘to any particular form,” we were will- 


ing to enter into an agreement to halt 
building. 

The Navy League comments on this 
as follows: 

“While the Administration had not 
had time, presumably between Presi- 
dent Hoover’s prematurely reported 
conception of a naval holiday early last 
Summer and the 23 September, ‘to 
survey this problem in so far as it re- 
lates to the Navy with that careful 
scrutiny which would enable us to give 
final approval at this moment to any 
particular form,’ the Navy League 
found ample time between the 10 
September, when Signor Grandi first 
voiced his proposal, and the 25th of 
that same month to make a conclusive 
analysis of the actual and relative ef- 
fects of a naval holiday that would 
stop all building during 1932.” 

“As such a naval holiday as Presi- 
dent Hoover seemed to favor, if we 
may judge from Mr. Wilson’s state- 
ment, would change the initial Ameri- 
can-British-Japanese ratios for auxil-

17.1—13.4, thus widening the gap in 
the ratios and yielding the British and 
Japanese an average of 17.5% over the 
United States in these respects, it ap- 
peared inconceivable that any informed 
American official could approve of a 
naval holiday that would thus result,” 
it is stated. “But an obvious although, 
as we shall see anon, perhaps not the 
basic explanation would be that Presi- 
dent -Hoover, in spite of his partiality 
to fact- finding commissions, had not 
taken the precaution to have such an 
analysis made as was easily done en- 
tirely within the Navy League in less 
than a hundred man-hours of work. Yet 
it is natural to avoid the finding and 
the facing of facts that may refute 
one’s fancies although dodging them 
may invite refutation and defeat. * * * 


“The Navy League [as taken what 
steps are within its power to make 
known its analysis of the League of 
Nations design for a holiday in naval 
building not only to President Hoover, 
but to every member of his Cabinet, to 
every member of Congress and to the 
press of the country. It may be as- 
sumed, therefore, that the facts are 
known. It follows that if President 
Hoover’s Administration accepts the 
proposal made by the League of Na- 
tions, it does so knowing that its ac. 
tion specifically serves British and Jap. 
anese interests to the prejudice of 
analogous interests of the United 
States, although the responsibility of 
the President is primarily to and for 
the United States.
